clined by 34 per cent., and the prices 
of: field.grains alone by 45 per cent. 
Since September the prices of field 
grain have continued to fall disast- 
rously, and the disparity between the 
exchange values of manufactured 
and agricultural products is wider 
today, so far as the records show 
than in any previous period in Can- 
ada’s history. 

Until this disparity shall have been 
remoyed, at least in substantial mea- 
sure, it is folly to anticipate any early 
return of Canadian prosperity, . The 
celebration of ‘‘Prosperity Weeks’’ 
or other childlike devices of business 
leaders to restore industry by hyp- 
notic suggestion, are doomed to fail-, 
ure so long as the present crisis in 
Agriculture continues. There can 
be no approach to what the business 
world describes as ‘‘normal  condi- 
tions’’ until the gap between the 
priee levels of the products of the 
farm and factory begins to be elosed. 

The figures give added force to 
the case for emergency measures to 
cope with the condition of agricult- 
ure, Which was set forth by the U.

is not inconeeivable under certain 
conditions. But will the workman of 
that day be any better off at $27 


than he is today. Wages ean ‘ynly 
be interpreted in terms of their buy- 
ing power. Many a man, for instance 
has been lared’ ftom ‘one town to an- 
other or from one country to another 
by the promise of a higher wage, only 
to find out that the relatively higher 
eost of living’ completely ‘discounted 
the anticipated gain. For examples 
if the wage ofan artisan is advanc- 
ed from $5 @ day. to’ $10 and cofncid- 
Satally he has té-buy: with, 
his $10 ed in’ price ‘he -is: no 
better off. “Hévcan, of course,’ stint 
his-needsand.put the money thus 
saved into the bank but his sav- 
ings would have precisely half. the 
value they hadiwhen he was get- 
ting $5.00.a day. ; 
Wages count, for the chief cost of 
production, and until men have learn- 
ed to lift themselves by their: boot- 
straps they will be unable to get more 
real wages execpt in one way, That 
one way is by increasing their pro- 
ductive power in the exact propor- 
tion that their pay is increased. If 
wages are increased by any other 
process they become mere _ book- 
keeping wages. The earner puts down 
so much more on receipts side of 
the account, but he is compelled ‘o 
put down an exact equivalent on 
the expenditure side. To argue oth- 
erwise is to ignore both logic and 
human experience. There is, at the 
same time, ‘another very important 
side of the matter. Psuedo-econom- 
ists talk glibly and positively abput 
all wealth being .produced by labor. 
No Whalf-truth could be more mislead- 
ing. Wealth is produced by labor, 
plus capital and management. Each 
contributor is. paid in what might be 
called wages; for, properly and gane- 
ly understood, profit constitutes the 
wages of capital and management. 


If a fair division of wages within |. 


this combination does not take place, 
then the combination breaks down. 
All the parties become losers. They 
are dependent on each other. If 
there is not at all times just and 
cheerful co-operation among them the 
goose which lays the golden eggs 
perishes. A dead golden egg-laying 
goose cuts off all wages, and since 
that is undeniably so, the part of 
sanity is for the parties to this trian- 
gular relationship to get together in 
broad spirit of mutuality. When they 
have done this a way might be found 
cf increasing real wages. It cannot 
however, be done while they are 
fighting each other or misunder- 
standing each other. Much less can 
it be done by raising wages of only 
one of the parties at the expense of 
the others. In this sternly practical 
world the lawe of economics cannot 
be set aside without bringing disas. 
ter.

"Why Prohibitio 
1 Prohiiin 


United States 


(By Dr. HM. A. Miller in 
‘ Psychology”) 

Dr. Miller, one. of ithe leading 
‘“dry’’ exponents of New York, 
makes the following statement — in 
an article in the magazine ‘‘Psych- 
ology.’’ 

Under prohibition in the United 
States crime has alarmingly increas- 
ed. Political corruption has becom: 
everywhere a publie scandal because 
of the unlimited profits of bootleg 


»yhooze, The youth of our land are 


being despoiled by the speakeasies 
and are drinking to an extent un- 
dreamed of in pre-prohibition days. 
The present liquor bill is billions in 
excess of that of pre-prohibition 
days- Where one citizen died of 
acute alcoholism before, now scores 
are murdered by poisoned liquor. 
Prohibition is an utter and monstrous 
failure which threatens the very se- 
curity of America, 
Why Has Prohibition Failed 

Prohibition has failed because it 
seeks to supplant education with leg- 
islation. Laws are effective only 
when they represent the majority 
consciousness of the people. Once 
the Eighteenth Amendment was pass- 
ed everything was staked by pro- 
hibitionists on the law and educa- 
tion was neglected. Hence there is 
probebly more wide-spread drinking 
teday than before prohibition. 

The ‘‘inferiority complex’’ is al- 
most universal in society. There 
are numberless expediencies resort- 
ed to by its vietime in an effort to 
offset its effect upon the ego. To 
defy any law gives a certain sense of 
superiority. The individual feels 
his importance. No bunch of in- 
ane fanatics can tell him what to do. 
If he wants to drink, he will drink 
and he drinks whether he wants to 
or not, just to prove his superiority 
over at least one law. There are 
tens of thousands who today drink 
persistently just because they get a 
kick out of defying the law who, if 
they could buy liquor openly with the 
romantic glamor of law-defience re- 
moved, would probably seldom, if 
ever drink. 

Prohibition failed to take the prof- 
it out of liquor. The curse of liquor 
is in ite commercialization. KH is 
the profit feature which has. been at 
the basis of liquor ills. The treating 
system in the old saloon was foster- 
ed because it vastly added to profit. 
The brewers and distillers spent vast 
sums advertising their product to 
stimulate and increase the demand. 
Prohibition, far from eliminating the 
profit in liquor, has vastly increased 
profits. For the brewer, distiller 


substituted the bootlegger, speakeasy 
opeiator, hi-jacker, gangster, racket- 
eer, gunman. So great are the pro- 
fits involved that the big liquor bar- 
ons are able to control the  polit‘c- 


‘jans, police, enforeement agencies 


and judicial machinery. In cities 
like New York and Chicago ‘they 
carry on their activities openly. The 
biggest bootlegger in America boasts 
that his tracks cover sixteen states 
unmolested and that his protection 
pey roll amounts to one hundred 
million dollars a year. More money 
by far is being miade in the liquor 
racket today than under license and 
it is going into the pockets of the 
underworld, criminals, gangsters, 


“gunmen, 


In conclusion of his, article Dr. 
Miller says that the liquor laws at 
present in foree in Canadian Prow- 
inces, while having many. defects, are 
working in the direction of prohibi- 
tion with far greater success than 
the United States’ Miabtomth Am- 
endment. 


The Copper Pool 
Smashes Itself 


(From World’s Work) 

*** * * Att the same time the pro- 
ducers set out to control or stabilize 
prices. And that is how ‘they have 
come to grief. In 1926 the produc- 
ers formed, under the Webb-Pomer- 
ene Act (which expressly exempts 
export corporations from the Sher- 
man antitrust law), the Copper Ex- 
porters, Incorporated, with between 
90 and 95 per cent. of the world’s 
production, both domestic and  for- 
eign. 

The London copper market had 
always controlled the prices abroad 
and it did this largely through the 
holding of a considerable stock of 
copper which it could use to raise 
or lower prices at will. The export 
associaton started in to deplete this 
stock and by 1927 had cut it down 
to 24,000,000 pounds from 126,000,- 
000 pounds in the previous year. 
The association fixed export prices, 
and the members exchanged reports 
on sales. By direct selling it cut out 
much of the business of the London 
copper brokers and they very natur- 
ally got out their hatchets. 

In December, 1927, our exports on 
copper .exceeded the domestic buy- 
ing. The price was then 13 cents a 
pound and it advanced to 14 cents, 
and then gradually began to climb. 
As the price passed 14 cents, the ex- 
ports of copper began to fall off, and 
on March 25, 1929, the price reach- 
ed 24 cents a pound and practically 
all trading in copper ceased. Then 
the price began to drop. 

During this time many things hap- 
pened. Invisible stocks of copper be- 


and saloon keeper, prohibition ‘has gan to come on the market, and also 
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vast quantities of scrap appeared. 
Germany formerly imported 60 per 
cent. of her requirements, but now 
is, supplying 75 per eent. from home 
sources by substituting other metals. 
And Germany has been the “largest 
consumer outside the United States 

The surplus cto.ks of copper ac 
the refineries in the United ~ States, 
which stood at 131,000,000 pounds in 
March, 1929, rose to 512,000,000 on 
the same date this year. In April 
of this year Copper Exporters cut 
the price four cents because some 
of the members were beginning to 
tire of holding the bag. Since then 
the prices have been dropping; and 
prices, ‘profits, and prospects are 
aboult where they were when the ex- 
periment began—except that every- 
thing that was wrong then is wrong- 
er now. For the high copper prices 
have brought feverish activity in 
South African and Canadian mines 
and increased production throughout 
the world. 

It is the same old story---the same 
story that can be told of Brazilian 
coffee, or rubber, of sugar, and of 
wheat under the Canadian Wheat 
Pool. In the end all prices are gov- 
erned by the emotions of human be- 
ings.

| Western premiers and Eastern bank-- 


ers. Just what transpired at the dis- 
cussion was not made public, but Sir 
George appeared optimistic after the 
interview and said he felt sure that 
things would work out all right. 

Sir George stated that the bank- 
ing executives had merely called to 
see him in order to acquaint him with 
the arrangement which had been 
reached between them and Premiers 
John Bracken, J. T. M. Anderson 
and. John E. Brownlee. The bank- 
ers had nothing to say. Those pres- 
ent included H. S. Logan, general 
manager of Canadian Bank of Com 
meree; Jackson Dodds, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the Bank of Mont- 
real, and M. W. Wilson, general 
manager of the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada. 

While no official information has 
been given that the Government had 
modified the stand which it took at 
first, it is now suggested that Pre- 
mier R. B. Bennett has decided to 
render a fneasure of support to the 
Wheat Pool. There was nothing to 
indicate just what action the Govern- 
ment has taken, if any, but the fact 
that the Western Premiers were re-
